REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art made of record discloses a toothbrush comprising a handle 
having a longitudinal axis, a flexible head secured to the handle, the head being flexibly 
mounted to the handle along the axis, the head having an upper face with finger flexibly 
mounted thereon, and ribs connecting the fingers to the upper face, whereby flexure of 
the head under compression or expansion along the longitudinal axis causes a 
longitudinal movement of ends of the ribs with respect to each other and a lateral 
movement of the fingers relative to the longitudinal axis. As stated in the Applicant's 
remarks of 28 December 2007, flexure of the head under compression or expansion 
along the longitudinal axis causes a longitudinal movement of ends of the ribs with 
respect to each other and a lateral movement of the fingers relative to the longitudinal 
axis is what distinguishes the Applicant's claim with the cited prior art. With regards to 
Halm, US 5,651,158 in particular, as shown in Figure 4D, the head is being flexed by a 
force transverse to its longitudinal axis, and the head is not flexible such that the head 
could be capable of being under flexure in compression or expansion along the 
longitudinal axis in such a way as to cause longitudinal movement of ends of the ribs 
with respect to each other and a lateral movement of the fingers relative to the 
longitudinal axis. Hohlbein, US 6,088,870 and Heymann et al. are similar to that of 
Halm and the head is not flexible such that the head could be capable of being under 
flexure in compression or expansion along the longitudinal axis in such a way as to

cause longitudinal movennent of ends of the ribs with respect to each other and a lateral 
movement of the fingers relative to the longitudinal axis.
